No one was found 
aboard, and Captain Gray raid that 
there was about five feet of wat r 
in the stateroom s n the hurricane deck. 
The sea, the captain said, was break­ 
ing over ber, and sho would undoub' 
edly be a complete wreck. 
The Kentucky then started for Block 
Island and 
anchored 
of the 
bea< h, 
where the survivors landed in small 
boats and were rowed ashore. 
As he neared the shore, the captain 
said he saw huge blocks of Ice, and 
wondered at first w hat they could be. 
As he neared the beach, he said he dis 
covered that the blocks of ice covered 
human bodies. 
“It was the most horrible sight I ever 
saw," the captain said. 
“There wen 
thirty bodies strew n along the beach. 
and all of them were encased in i< e. 
The ice was several Inches thick.” 
After making exam inations of tho 
bodies Captain Gray went to the row 
boats. 
In the bottoms of the boats he 
found twelve bodies, and several wer 
of women.

Bryan people being interested in 
trolley and motor car lines owing 
to the desire for a line of home sort 
from Bryan to College, tile follow­ 
ing special from Omaha, Neb., 
which appeared some time ago in 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, will 
doubtless be found interesting: 
The day of the gasoline moi or 
trains has come on the Union Paci­ 
fic railroad, and tomorrow passed 
ger trains on five branch roads will 
be discontinued aud their places 
taken by the new McKeen motors. 
Other branches will be equipped 
just as fast as the motors can be 
constructed. From Beatrice to Lin­ 
coln, forty-nine miles, the new mo­ 
tor No. 8 will be installed Sunday.

of property during the struggle.
